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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Mandel et a! '062. The cited prior art discloses a superabsorbent polymer and methods 
of making. The polymer comprises an odor-controlling compound such as cyclodextrin, 
The method comprises polymerizing a partially neutralized, monoethylenically 
unsaturated monomer bearing acid groups, the surface of which has been crosslinked 
subsequent to polymerizing. The cyclodextrin is present in the amount of 0,1-10.0 pbw. 
The polymer is incorporated into articles used to absorb liquids, like diapers and 
catamenial devices. See columns 2-6, and 9-13. It is the Examiner's position that the 
claims have features and characteristics as claimed. 

2. Claim 19 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claim recites "from 0.1 to of cyclodextrins". There is a term ommited.
